Week by Week 


Tut savage massacre of Jews in Constantine, the third largest 
town of Algeria, last Sunday, was one of the most 

THE POGROM cruel manifestations of the kind recorded in all 
IN ALGERIA the blood-stained pages of Jewish history. 
Twenty-three Jews were killed, among them 

many women and children, some of them bearing the revolting 
evidence of the wild beast savagery of the Moslem mob. For the 
Press to talk of “racial riots,’ as some newspapers have done, in 
terms that suggest that it was six of one and half-a-dozen of the 
other, leaves one gasping in despair. Shall we be reading, in the 


next few weeks, of “ Sportsmen's fierce battle with partridges on 
some Scottish moor? The accounts to band agree that it was the 
drunken folly of an individual Jew that precipitated the outbreak; 
but, as the correspondent of Tur Times reported, Whatever the 
provocation the Moslems behaved with a savagery inexcusable in 
any circumstances. The affair was, in fact, nothing less than a 
massacre. 


By an ominous coincidence, our weekly extract from THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE of fifty years ago records a similar 
THE JEW attack upon the Jews of Algiers. On that occa- 
THE ETERNAL sion there was a suggestion that trouble had 
HOSTAGE been fomented by anti-Semitic journals. Only 
twelve months ago there was an outbreak in 
Constantine itself, and then, too, the atmosphere had been poisoned 
by an anti-Semitic journal, whose Editor was subsequently expelled 
from the town. We may trust the French authorities to take what 
action is necessary to prevent a recurrence of theaffair. They have 
acted promptly. A strong hand is clearly necessary, and we hope 
that there will be a thorough enquiry as to whether there has been 
any fomenting of anti-Jewish feeling by nefarious propagandists. 
Once again the Jew has proved to be the eternal hostage. A 
minority living in the midst of populations of varying degrees of 
civilisation, they are the sport of every gust of passion. For this 
there can be no cure save the civilising of the majority. How long 
and formidable a task that may be is shown by the example of 
countries which have more claim to be regarded as civilised. 


To the universal chorus of eulogies that the death of the 
late President of the German Reich evoked, 
HINDENBURG the Jews of Germany added their tribute— 
and a sincere tribute we may well believe. 
Though the extent of Hindenburg's power in the State during the 
past eighteen months is problematical, and there is nothing to 
show that he in any way resisted the implementing of the wicked 
and stupid Nazi anti-Jewish programme, there is much evidence 
that he had little sympathy with that aspect of Hitler's policy, 
Indeed, there is good reason to suppose that the extreme anti- 
Semitic obsessions of Ludendorff were one of the causes that led to 
the estrangement of the former comrades-in-arms. One clear proof 
of his sturdy independence is to be found in the absence of any 
discrimination against Jews from the decree he issued shortly before 
his death on the subject of the award of a war medal—the only 
decree issued during the Nazi regime to treat Jews as German 
citizens of full status. 


In Hindenburg's obsequies Adolf Hitler, who had stepped so 
promptly into the dead man's shoes, played, of 

— AVD HITLER course, a principal role. He delivered eloquent 
and emotional funeral orations. The public's 

memory is short, and in Germany it is probably extremely 
dangerous to have a good memory, but how many of Hitler's 
auditors could not have failed to remember that it is not so very 
long since the baffled Führer was denouncing Hindenburg in 
language that reeked of the gutter, calling upon Hindenburg to 
remember his grey hairs and exulting in the probability that he 
would shortly be removed from the scene of human activities?

Lessons from the Sidra 


IN}, Deuteronomy Chs. 11, v. 26—16, v. 17. 


l set before you this day a blessing and a curse. A blessing, if 
ye will obey the Commandments of the Lord and a curse if ye will 
not obey. Thus does Moses sum up the choice he sets before Israel. 
There are two ways of life; one dominated by obedience brings 
blessing, and the other reveals the result of disobedience. This 
theme runs through the whole farewell address, the choice of the 
two alternatives and the consequences that will ensue from a wise 
or an unwise choice. The statement is amplified to show how life 
may be lived so that blessings follow man, and conversely. The 
central idea of blessing is the love of God and all that is thereby 
involved; the curse is the pursuit of idolatry in its manifold forms. 
Again and again does Moses return to this text counselling the 
people to make the wise decision and to follow God. 

From this and similar texts Jewish literature has developed the 
doctrine of the “ Two Ways,” the way of life and the way of death. 
We tind it in the Ethics of the Fathers where the Rabbi asks his 
students to go forth and find the good way to which a man 
Shall cleave. Various answers were propounded each one good in 
its way, but only covering a part of the whole problem; one 
answer which suggested that a good heart was the great 
desideratum of life, was approved because the heart covered all 
things; a good heart ensured its possessor of a wisdom which 
understood the secret of how life should be lived. Conversely, the 
question being asked, the one answer which was satisfactory and 
all-embracing was that the evil way to be avoided was summed uf 
in a bad heart. If the heart, the source of all the emotions and th 
seat of action, were bad, then life became a travesty of the Divine 
purpose; and man remained at the level of the beast. It is an 
echo of the Deuteronomic teaching which repeatedly lays stress upor 
the heart as the moving influence in human conduct: Many 
attempts have been made to express in concise form the essential 
teaching of Judaism Hillel gave the golden rule: Whatever is 
hateful to thyself, do not do to thy neighbour. It is another form o. 
the Levitical phrase Thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself 
Love of God is really love of man. 

There is an interesting little manual not so well known, which 
embodies this essentially Jewish teaching. It is called the Didache 
or teaching, and is in all probability Jewish in its origin although it 
was taken over and adopted by the early church as a guide fo 
proselytes. This little book of which the theme is the two ways, is 
mentioned by Eusebius and had apparently been lost for some 
centuries. It was discovered among a number of Christian manu 
scripts iu Constantinople in 1875. It was then a composite work 
Jewish and Christian, with additions designed for the use and 
edification of converts to the church. But it is Jewish in the 
first part, and it deals with this idea enunciated in the Sidra, 
the choice of two alternatives and its consequence. Here are 
the first two verses—there are two ways, one of life and 
one of. death, and wide is the difference between them 
The way of life is this, first thou shalt love God thy Maker 
second, thou shalt love thy neighbour as thyself. Now the 
teaching of these two words is this: whatsoever thou would’st 
not have done unto thee do thou not to another. The manual! 
goes on to expound the Ten Words and to show how duty tc 
God and duty to man are related. The close connection between 
the Ten Commandments and the Shema is emphasised. The non. 
Jewish additions reveal themselves in the stress laid upon the 
second part of the Docalogue as the requisite for converts, whereas 
the Jewish teaching insists upon the 613 precepts as the essential 
for the proselyte. 

But we need not go so far down. the centuries to find illustra 
tions of the doctrine of the two ways. In Jeremiah ch. 21, v. 8 we 
find this utterance—behold I set before you the way of life and the 
way of death—an echo of the words of Moses. The first Psalm is a 
commentary on this idea. The two types of men are depicted ; one 
the happy man who walketh not in the way of sinners but who finds 
his happiness in the Law of God, is compared to the rich foliage of 
a tree which is continually growing ; whereas the man who follows 
the way of sinners and sits in the seats of the scornful is like te 
chaff which the wind driveth away. One lives, and the other 
dies. Similarly, in Proverbs ch. 2 v. 12-20, we have the picture of 
two ways of living. There are they who leave the paths of upright 
ness to do evil and to walk in the ways of darkness; whose ways 
are crooked, who forsake the guide of youth and forget the covenant 
of God. On the other hand, the upright shall dwell in the land and 
the perfect shall remain in it, but the wicked shall be cut off from the 
earth. Likewise in the Wisdom of Ben Sirach ch. 15 v. 17, we find 
the following words: Life and death are before man, that which he 
desireth shall be given him. And countless passages might be 
cited from the Apocrypha, the Pseudepigrapha, the Midrashim and 
other sources to show how deeply rooted in Jewish thought is 
this theme of the two ways with which the Sidra deals. To the 
Jew, life is not some haphazard pilgrimage but a serious mission 
leading to some goal. The Torah is the tree of life to those whe 
take hold of it and all who grasp its teachings are assured of a true 
guide. When they speak of the burden of Jewish life under the 
Law, they know not what they say. To the Jew the Torah is not, 
and never was a burden. It is the truest friend pointing the way, 
and leading man along the right road which can only lead to happi- 
ness, in this world and in the world beyond. 
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Obituary 


Mr. A. M. ADLER 


We regret to announce the death, after a short illness, last 
Sunday, of Mr. A. M. Adler, a well-known worker on behalf of 
Jewish education both in London and the Provinces. The deceased, 
who was born in Gateshead forty-one 
years ago, was a charming personality 
and was respected by all with whom he 
came into contact. When the Jewish 
War Memorial scheme was being 
inaugurated, Mr. Adler rendered Sir 
Robert Waley Cohen most valuable 
help, and was instrumental in raising 
large sums of money in the Provinces 
for the fund. 

After residing in London for some 
time, where, in conjunction with the 
late Rabbi Dr. Jung, he founded the 
Sinai League, he returned to the Pro 
vinces and served the Manchester 
Rumanian Synagogue in an honorary 
capacity as Minister and Reader. He 
next settled in Newcastle, where he 
became a Town Councillor and President of the Whitley Bay Hebrew 
Congregation. On returning to London a couple of years ago, he 
threw himself whole-heartedly into Jewish educational work. He 
was Chairman of the Jewish Secondary School, the Guild of Service. 
andthe Jewish Education Guild which he organised for the pur 
pose of raising funds to assist Jewish educational institutions. He 
was Hon. Organiser of the Emergency Appeal issued by the Federa- 
tion of Polish Jews in Great Britain on behalf of the victims of the 
recent floods in Poland. A founder and Chairman of the North 
London Committee of the Beth Jacob Schools, he organised success- 
fully innumerable concerts and entertainments in support of these 
and other institutions. He was largely responsible for successfully 
negotiating for the purchase of Aberglaslyn,“ 93, Amhurst Park, 
for the rehousing of the Jewish Secondary. School. He leaves a 
widow to mourn his loss. He was the son of Mr. and Mrs. L. Adler, 
of Gateshead-on-Tyne, son-in-law of the Rev. F. I. Bloch (of Birming. 
bam) and brother-in-law of Rabbi Dr. E. W. Kirzner and the Rev. 
G. Bloch (of Liford). 

Rabbi Dr. S. SCHONFELD writes: 

The death of Mr. Akiva Moses Adler came as a sudden and tragic blow 
to the entire Jewish Community. A man in the fall prime of life and 
activity, who devoted most of his time, energies and unflinching efforts on 
behalf of any true Jewish cause, his death is a severe and irreparable loss 
to many primary institutions in the Community. He was the Chairman 
of the Jewish Secondary School and the Honorary Organiser of its Appeal 
Committee,in which capacity he had been able, within a short space of time, 
to raise a very weak and uncared-for institution to its present high place 
in the list of Jewish movements in this country. He had gathered around 
him a band of young and enthusiastic honorary workers, who followed his 
call to aid those causes which deserved his support. His main interests 
lay in the field of Traditional Jewish education, and he successfully 
organised functions for the furtherance of its ideals.

Ourselves—and the World 


— — 
Son time ago, it dawned upon some observers that the handling 
of what is called the Jewish Problem” was all wrong. They 
said that the nations had interpreted the phrase too much as 14 
problem for Jews,” when in grim reality it was a problem for 
Gentiles, for the whole world. For them it was an easy step to the 
conclusion that the handling of Jewish affairs was not only all 
wrong but most monstrously unfair. The presence of the Jews in 
any particular country did not, or ought not to, create a problem; it 
was the attitude of non-Jews to them that generated trouble. 
Further, the existence of this trouble did not only affect Jews. 
It was equally grave for Gentiles. Anti-Semitism was anti. 
social. It bred domestic strife. It impeded national development 
by penalising constructive and intelligent elements in the State. 
It blackened the names of nations in foreign quarters, for it seemed 
that even peoples badly infected with the anti-Jewish mania could 
solemnly rebuke others that were no worse to blame. Above all. it 
coarsened minds, lowered the standard of civic relationships, and 
brought the moral law and even the statute book of the land into 
contempt. In a word, if anti-Semitism was bad for Jews. it was just 
as evil a thing for non-Jews, and so the feeling grew that the time 
had come for the nations in general to make some sane attempt to 
solve, if they could, the Jewish problem. 
their material necessity, in a word 


It was their moral duty, 
their job! 
VENTS would seem to show that this view has been gaining 
ground for many years. The Berlin Treaty, with the obliga- 
tions imposed on Rumania in its attitude towards the Jews, was 
one sign. 
important indication. The Palestine Mandate was the distinct 
assumption of a duty to grapple with the Jewish question. Then 
came the outspoken declarations by a number of the nations at 


Geneva against that political horror, Hitlerism, followed by the 


appointment of the High Commissioner for Refugees to deal with 


the difficulties connected with the compulsory exodus from 
Germany. It is true that, having appointed the Commissioner, the 


nations did precious little to facilitate his work, and resolutely 
refused him a shilling or a cent of pecuniary assistance. But the 
appointment did, at least, register the fact that the peoples had 
realised that there was something more for them to do for Jews 
than merely to sit on them; that they had a moral and collective 
responsibility to assist them; that their common civilisation 
demanded such action, and that the Jews ought not to be left to 
struggle unaided out of the holes into which non-Jews threw them. 


O this extent the atmosphere in which the Jewish race has its 
being has improved. The conscience of the nations, as such, 

has awakened, whatever individuals among them may do. A 
Government resorting to anti-Semitism can no longer be sure 
always of complete immunity, let alone a cheer, from foreign 
Governments. It is regarded as an irritant in the international 
political system and as definitely a disturber of the public peace, 
All this, I believe, is a Jewish and we show a blurred 
sense of realities when we do not recognise it, or damn if 
as no harbinger, perhaps, of a better time. There is no sense in 
Wringing our hands and refusing to recognise the better signs in the 
skies. We have to realise the good as well as the evil, the ground 
won as well as the ground lost; for retaining our sense of propor- 
tion and seeing things whole are the surest means of sustained and 
solid progress. It is for us Jews to continue to knock on the doors 
of European Government offices—to knock not as suppliants but as 
ambassadors of the social conscience, reminding the nations 
of their duty to an oppressed minority among them, and 
warning them of the perils to themselves if they do not act 
betimes. We must strengthen the tendency of the non-Jew to 
understand his own responsibility for an age-long wrong and to 
take steps to end it. BUT—is that all? Does the Jews whole 
duty consist in approaching the Gentile with the demand : Lou 


gain 


have caused, and are causing, all the trouble to Jews and to your- 


self. It is up to you to stop it ? Is there no other side to this 
matter? In a word, have not the Jews themselves a part to play in 
bringing the long dark era of Jewish persecution to an end? 


Sour co-religionists seem to think that, having called attention 

to the fact that anti-Semitism is a world-problem for the 
nations or their governments, they have nothing more to do than to 
sit back and wait till the last fetter is struck from Jewish feet. Their 
attitude, shortly, is: Jewish misfortunes arise from bestial intoler- 
ance. Let the nations crush that spirit and all will be well. It is 
not a matter for Jews themselves. They pay no heed to the almost 
inevitable difficulties bred for certain types of mind and character

NAZISM LEFT NAKED 


Revulsion of Public Feeling

| Semitic press hailed his election 
as a victory over the Jews and there was much apprehension in 
Jewish circles on the score of his association with the forces of 
reaction. In office, however, President Hindenburg quickly showed 
himself an impartial upholder of the constitutional rights of all 
sections of the population. whereupon the anti-Semites executed a 
volte-face and attacked him as a pro Semite. 

In the autumn of 1932 he wrote to the Centralverein (the 
Central Union of German Citizens of the Jewish Faith) that he 
disapproved any limitation of constitutional rights, political or 
religious, and all attacks against Jews. The Hitlerists protested 
against this statement and General Ludendorff complained that 
when the Tannenberg Union approached the President with regard 
to actions which they alleged to be 


unconstitutional, they received 
no reply.

Tannenberg and other great victories in the World War which saved 
the German people from the destruction which Rome and the Jews 
planned against them.”

Hindenburg and Jewish Ex-Soldiers 


On his eighty-fifth birthday he performed a simple gesture of

courtesy that raised a storm of indignation in Goverument circles. 
For a birthday present Dr. Loewenstein, the President of the League 
of Jewish Front Soldiers, had sent him a copy of the Memorial Book 
containing the names of the 12.000 (ierman-Jewish soldiers who fell 
at the front in the War. He acknowledged the gift in the following 
terms: Dear Dr. Loewenstein. | want to express to the League of 
Jewish Ex-Soldiers my cordial thanks for its message of greetings 
on my 85th birthday, and for the beautiful flowers and the memorial 
book containing the names of the Jewish soldiers who fell in the 
Great War. In solemn memo! y ol nose comrades from your ranks 
who fell fighting for the Fatherland, I accept your book, and will 
place it among my war books. 


With comradely greetings, von 
Hindenburg.“ 


One of his last public acts was a similar gesture from a soldier 
to his comrades-in-arms, whatever their race or creed. On July 
15th he approved the award of « cross of honour to all Germans 
who fought or served in the War aud to the parents or widows of 
those who fell. 


The decree made no distinction between “ Aryans” and Jews, 
and significantly enough it was published over the signature of 
President Hindenburg alone. 96,000 Jews who fought at the front 
and the parents or widows of the 12,000 who fell will be entitled to 
the order, and the War Veterans Section of the German Zionist 
Federation has instructed its members to report to it any cases of 
refusal to issue the Cross to a Jew entitled to receive it. We learn 
that Hitler was strongly opposed to the dropping of the “ Aryan” 
principle and instructions issued by the War Veterans’ Section of 
the Nazi Party indicate a particularly humourless counter stroke. 
All business firms are instructed to award a copy of Mein Kampf 
to each of their employees who was wounded in the war or the 
Nazi Revolution.” One cannot help reflecting that this award must 
be bonght before it is given—and must be bought from the donor. 

In more ways than one an honour from the late President was 
a very different thing from an honour from his successor, though 
one can appreciate the meaning of District Leader Kube, who 
said, while Hindenburg was on his death-bed, It is all one 
whether Adolf Hitler becomes President or Kaiser. He is 
the Führer and he will remain the Führer of Germany.” 
This was at a demonstration of thousands of Hitler youth at 
Frankfort, and Herr Kube, who is President of the Brandenburg 
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Province and of the Prussian Parliament, went on to attack the 
Jews. The strength and the morality of a nation, he cried, is 
in the blood and not in the surface polish, particularly when it 
comes from the East. The Teuton stands high above the Roman 
and the Jew.’ The linking of the term Roman, whether the 
Significance be racial or religious, with Jew should not be 
overlooked. 

Against this claim of Herr Kube's must be recorded an utterance 
by Dr. Goercke that should certainly receive an award from the 
Führer. Dr. Goercke, it will be remembered, is the head of the 
Racial Department in the Ministry of the Interior and as such has 
accepted the task of separating the inferior Jews from the 
Superior body politic of the “Aryan” German nation. Writing 
inthe ArTzTBLATY, Dr. Goercke makes the following admission: 
The race theory is not biologically and scientifically important, 
but it is important as a high political necessity.” Though we must 
admire the honesty of this admission, it seems to us, shall we say, 
belated, 

The ‘‘ Stuermer ’’ Confiscated 


Belated, too, is the news that an issue of the STUERMER has 
been confiscated and the publication of future issues prohibited for a 
fortnight. As with the confiscation of the Ritual Murder issue, the 
reason has nothing to do with its anti-Semitism. Then it was an 
attack on the Christian religion. Now it is libelling a foreign 
head of State.’ There is nothing more specific in the official inti- 
mation, but the issue in question (No, 31, August), like previous 
issues that we have quoted, contains attacks upon President Masaryk 
and upon President Roosevelt. In spite of the official confiscation 
the issue has.reached us in the normal way through a newsagent. 

The attack upon the latter is not personal. It is directed, as 
previously, against his advisers. President Roosevelt, the paper 
says, is not a leu, but everything round him is Jewish. Eleven 
Ministries in the United States are occupied by Jews, including of 
course the Ministry for War, the Admiralty and the Air Ministry. 
New York is the biggest Jewish city in the world, and the Mayor, 
La Guardia, is a gew., A tenth of all the Jews of the world live in 
New York. ‘There are 20 million Jews all over the world, not 
counting converts, dissidents and bastards. And two million of 
these are in New York. New York is also the centre of the atrocity 
propaganda. It was that during the War, and it is that now. The 
head of the vast Jewish boveott movement against German goods 
in the U.S.A. is the Jew Samuel Untermeyer, who commands huge 
funds. Numerous agents of Jewish Committees tour the U.S.A, 
und threaten and blackmail little shops and great stores into 
dropping German This is crippling German foreign trade, 
intensifying the exchange crisis, and damaging the shipping trade.

Another Lying Attack on Masaryk

new book by Bruno Adler that has been published in Prague, 
entitled“ Tue Struggle of Polna: The Story of a Martyr,’ dealing 
with the notorious Polna ritual murder affair, in which President 
Masaryk championed the accused Jew, Leopold Hilsner. 


“The martyr,’ says the STUERMER, is the Polna Jew who 
killed two Christian girls, whose blood was misused by the Polna 
Jewish Community for ritual purposes. Hilsner was condemned to 
death by a Law Court, of which the last thing it could be accused of 
was animosity to Jews, on the ground of overwhelming proof that he 
had committed a ritual murder according toall therules of the art, aud 
the sentence, absolutely just in every particular, was never quashed, 
though it was taken to every Higher Court. It was only when Jewry 
succeeded in buying the then Deputy Masaryk, this half-Jew hero- 
save, who is to-day President of Czechoslovakia, and who kuew how 
to bribe the authorities in Vienna, that the death sentence was 
changed to one of penal servitude for life. When Czechoslovakia 
was created, Masaryk naturally got his friend out of gaol, appointed 
him Rabbi in a little Czech town, and compensated him with about 
a million Czech kronen. Hilsner afterwards died in a Vienna 
sanatorium of paralysis. These are the facts in brief. But Adler 
knows better. Not the murderer was guilty, but the murdered. 
He vilifies their family, casts suspicion on the local clergy, and uses 
up 300 pages of soap to wash Hilsner's soul clean. And he praises 
Thomas Garrigue Masaryk, this Jewish Siegfried, because he marched 
out courageously into the field against the dragon of anti-Semitism. 
Now there happens to be published in Prague a rotten paper calling 
itself Diz NEUE WELTBUEHNE, and this hails the book as a world- 
shaking event in literature. It even publishes a chapter from the 
book, describing the demonstration of the students against the 
bought half-Jew Masaryk, whose cowardice then manifested Adler 
now endeavours with Maccabean daring to falsify. Masaryk's own 
pamplet, which is enthusiastically glorified by Jewry, testifies 
against him two facts which are irrefutable : (1) The Jew Hilsner com- 
mitted two murders, in which the whole of Jewry is co-guilty. For 
this proved ritual murder he was sentenced to death. (2) Thomas 
Garrigue Masaryk, to-day President of the Czech Republic, betrayed 
the Czech people to the Jews, betrayed them and sold them.” 


Munich University Revelations 


If, however, one goes a little deeper, one finds a third article 
that may be even more inconvenient to the Government. The 
STUERMER has never been remarkable for its tact, and the publica- 
tion in this issue of a letter by a student of Munich University 
denouncing the anti-Nazism that appears to be rife there may well 
be a greater embarrassment to the Government than any attack

After 
all, auy Englishman has a perfect right to squander his substance, run 
into debt, throw away his livelihood and follow Bernard Shaw into 
the last axiom of the Shavian philosophy. But he does not do all— 
perhaps he does none of—these things, if he thinks they are injurious 
to himself and others. He surely does not do them just for the sake of 
showing what a thoroughly free man he is. Aud so lI say let us do 
our share in solving the Jewish question. Let us see not merely 
that the non-Jew understands us. but that we give him no cause to 
misunderstand us. The time has come not only to ask the nations 
to perform their duty in the solving of our difficulties, but to do our 
bit, by our own behaviour, to help them. There will have to be 


some hard constructive thinking among us along these lines one 


and soon!

15th he approved the award of a cross of honour to all Germans 
who fought or served in the War and to the parents or widows of 
those who fell. : 

The decree made no distinction between Aryans” and Jews, 
and significantly enough it was published over the signature of 
President Hindenburg alone. 96,000 Jews who fought at the front 
and the parents or widows of the 12,000 who fell will be entitled to 
the order, and the War Veterans Section of the German Zionist 
Federation has instructed its members to report to it any cases of 
refusal to issue the Cross to a Jew entitled to receive it. We learn 
that Hitler was strongly opposed to the dropping of the Aryan”’ 
principle and instructions issued by the War Veterans’ Section of 
the Nazi Party indicate a particularly humourless counter stroke. 
All business firms are instructed to award a copy of “ Mein Kampf” 
to each of their employees who was wounded in the war or the 
Nazi Revolution.” One cannot help reflecting that this award must 
be bonght before it is given—and must be bought from the donor. 

In more ways than one an honour from the late President was 
a very different thing from an honour from his successor, though 
one can appreciate the meaning of District Leader Kube, who 
said, while Hindenburg was on his death-bed, “It is all one 
whether Adolf Hitler becomes President or Kaiser. He is 
the Führer and he will remain the Führer of Germany.”

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on a foreign power. The letter reads as follows: Things 
at the University in spite of the National-Socialist regime are 
still Jewish. It makes one want to run away from it. The 
Jews are just as much about as ever, and allied with them are the 
reactionary black Catholics. For instance, I went to the reading- 
room to read the StuermMer. 1 found scrawled across the front 
page: When is this infamous paper going to be stopped?“ I struck 
my pen through this, and wrote beneath it: What Jewish scribbler 
did this? The next day my writing was blacked out and the 
previous legend was written there again. I obliterated it once 
more, and kept watch every day to see who was doing this; but I 
have not yet been successful. Three years ago the students here 
demonstrated against the Jewish Professor Nawiasky. To-day the 
students are demonstrating in support of a professor who has not 
been declared free from objection by the State, Professor Mitteis. 
Professor Mitteis is well known as a Liberal Democrat and as no 
friend of National Socialism. But his lectures are packed. At his 
last lecture there was a bouquet on his desk. An 8.5. man walked 
across and tore the bouquet to pieces; the only right thing to do. 
There was a row and the Dean called us to discipline and the 
lecture went on. An attempt was made to start a demonstration of 
sympathy for Mitteis, but an S.S. man boxed the ears of the first man 
who was going to start it and he thought better of it, A half-Jew after- 
wards went up to the Professor and said that he would bring thirty 
people to deal with the S.S. man. That is typically Jewish. Professor 
Mitteis, too, looks suspiciously Jewish. The whole business becomes 
clear to me when I look at the people who go about the University. 
Racially the University is completely degenerated. People who in 
ordinary life are real Jews, go about here as Aryans. It really 
seems as if we have become a bastard nation. So far as this 
University is concerned, it wouldn't do any harm if it disappeared 
altogether some day. These mixed-blood Jewish half-breeds are a 
fertile soil for incitement. And in these circumstances the blacks, ! 
mean the Catholic students, are delighted. The STUERMER is my only 
friend, and | am happy every Saturday when it arrives. I wish it 
came daily.” 

This German student is looking things straight in the face, 
the STUERMER comments. It is the Jewish blood, the Jewish half. 
breed, the bastard who is ali the trouble. Only when the last Jew 
who kas managed to get an Arvan certificate by baptism or some 
other swindle is cleared out of the University, whether he is a Jew 
or has Jewish blood in him, will our universities be places in which 
the German spirit is dominant. 

This is not the first article to suggest that the STUERMER is 
becoming a useful criterion of public opinion.

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or non-Jews. the verdict of the law courts must be based exclusively 
on the existing laws and not on National Socialist principles 
proclaimed by individual members of the Cabinet. When a verdict 
is unjustified unless a National Socialist interpretation is applied 
to the law. then the interpretation goes too far.” This, let us 
remember, is not a legal judgment, which one might expect to be 
impartial, but a statement in a Government organ and seems to 
indicate a change of influence within the Ministry. 


Awakening of Better Elements 


When we turn to the law courts themselves and review their 
decisions we find more than one that is in consonance with this 
new principle. The Landgericht, for instance, has annulled a 
decision of the Wiesbaden Court, which was confirmed on appeal by 
the District Court of Frankfort, under which a pauper woman was 
refused permission to appoint a Jewish lawyer under the Poor 
Persons’ Procedure. Similarly,the Hamburg court has decided that 
a Jewish pauper who has been made staatenlos under the Nazi 
regime is still entitled to free legal defence. 

The Land Court of Hanover, however, has ruled that Jewish 
lawyers must not act as arbitrators, even if they were front soldiers. 
It therefore quashed an award of arbitrators, one of whom was 
a Jewish lawver who had fought in the War. The Land Court's 
explanation was that National Socialist law aims at the complete 
exclusion of Jews from State life, especially from the administration 
of justice.“ 

The Berlin Chamber of Lawyers follows this decision with an 
announcement that /oca fenentes who take the place of notaries 
during the vacation must be Aryans. So, too, must their wives. 

The Dresden bench recently turned a Jewish lawyer out of 
court because he failed to give the Hitler salute. The lawyer, Dr. 
Gustav Melzer, was ordered to throw up his brief and is now 
awaiting the decision of the Supreme Court of Dresden in reply to 
a demand of the President of the Lawyers’ Chamber of Saxon; 
that he should be prohibited from practising again. 


Sentences on Cemetery Desecrators 


At Paderborn, however, a cathedral town in Westphalia, we find 
a much more encouraging attitude. Here the Jewish cemetery was 
desecrated and fifty-four tombstones smashed. The local police 
immediately denounced the outrage as an abominable crime and 
appealed to the population to help discover the criminals. All the 
local newspapers condemned it aud the WESTFAELISCHE VOLKs 
BLATT wrote: The authorities, the National Socialist movement 
and the entire population shrink with horror from such a mean 
action. Everything is being done by official quarters to get to the 
bottom of these events, and the vandals may be sure that they will 
be severely and ruthlessly punished. Those who disturb the rest of 
the dead will find themselves confronted by the relentless arm of 
the State and the contempt of all decent-minded people.” The Nazi 
organ, FILTER KAMPFBLATT, wrote: “We are at one with all 
National Socialists in condemning this action. Our movement wars 
only against living people, not against the dead, who are at peace. 
We hope that the vandals will soon be caught, and they must be 
punished with the full severity of the law.” 

They were caught and they confessed, three of them—Johann 
Schmidt, Franz Nehermann and Hermann Willner. The court 
proceedings are reported in the WESTFAELISCHE VOLKSBLATT as 
follows: “On the night of June 28th, they had attended a birthday 
party and had got drunk, they said. Schmidt had suggested taking 
down the Star of David from the chapel of the Jewish cemetery. He 
had got a ladder, climbed up to the roof and knocked down the Star 
of David, whilst the other two held the ladder. Schmidt then 
knocked down fifty-four gravestones and, according to his own state- 
ment, it took him about fifteen to twenty minutes. Wilner stood 
guard. All three denied that they had been instigated by anyone. 
The State Attorney, in his speech for the prosecution, said that he 
could not accept the plea that the vandals were drunk at the time. 
Schmidt had, in knocking down so many tombstones, done something 
impossible to any man not sober. Nor could the prosecution accept 
his plea that he suffered from epilepsy which manifested itself in 
destructiveness. He demanded that the sentences should be 
regulated according to Point 6 of the guiding lines recently laid 
down fur such cases by Chancellor Hitler. The Court then announced 
its decision. Schmidt has been sent to prison for one year, Wiillner 
for six months and Nehermann for four months.“ 


A Pogrom Revealed 


Another unusual trial has been held in Wiesbaden, the accused 
being fifteen Nazis, headed bya certain Herr Reichart. The charges 
are connected with riots at the neighbouring town of Idstein on 
26th March, when several Jews met their deaths. The trial has 
been held in camera, and the verdicts have not been published. 
What is perhaps even more significant than the suppression of al! 
news of the verdicts is the successful suppression of all previous 
news of the riots themselves. One cannot help wondering how 
many village pogroms have left their tragedies untold. 

The German News Agency reports that a man named Alexis 
Hepp has been sentenced to 2$ years’ imprisonment in Hesse for 
spreading false allegations about a Jewish dealer. In Regensburg 
the wind blows the other way, and according to the BAYERISCHE 
OSTWACHT, a 23-year-old Jew, named Siegfried Czollick, has been 

taken into preventive custody for having relations with Aryan 


Concentration Camp Horrors Go On 


The Saarbrücken ARBEITER-ZEITUNG reports that Dr. Albert 
Rosenfeld, a Nuremberg lawyer, who was released from Dachau 
Concentration Camp on March 21st, has not been heard of since. 

Frau Erich Mühsam, whose husband was officially reported to 
have committed suicide in Oranienburg Concentration Camp last 
month, has arrived in Prague and given the local press u detailed 


account of his treatment while under. arrest. We give the follow- 
_ ing ghastly facts because it is too often forgotten that concentration

~ camps still exist and are now conducted in the completest secrecy. 
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There is no reason whatever to 
as great as ever. 

Dr. Mühsam was first taken to the Brandenburg camp and 
thence to Sonnenburg and Oranienburg. The “treatment” com. 
menced by shaving off his beard and hair. He was ‘then placed in 
the Jew- Company. The first time his wife saw him. his teeth had 
been knocked out, and his face was swollen.

He was especially badly treated as he was in the “Jew Company,” 
usually referred to as the Jew pigs,’ which was given the foulest 
tasks, such as cleaning lavatories. On July Sth, his wife managed 
to visit him. He was in good Spirits and bade her au revoir until 
July 22nd. Three days later she was informed at the Neukölln 
police headquarters that he had committed suicide. A post mortem 
was refused.

RECEPTION TO RAY OF FRANKFORT 

A reception in honour of the Kay of Frankfort, Rabbi J. Horowitz, 
was held recently under the auspices of the North-West London Agudas 
Israel. Rabbi Dr. Munk, who presided, said that Rabbi Horowitz had 
come to London for the purpose of discussing Various religious problems 
Which had recently arisen on the Continent. Mr. Hermann Schwab, 
formerly of Halberstadt, expressed his happiness as one of the former 
leaders of the Agudist movement in Germany, at the visit of Rabbi Horowitz 
to this country. He hoped that in England the work of the Agudah would be 
carried on, and, on behalf of the German Agudists who were settling in this 
country, he pledged their ardent support for all orthodox Jewish activities. 
Rabbi Horowitz expressed his pleasure at the manner in which orthodox 
Jewish life in England had strengthened since his last visit five years ago. 
The greatest bulwark of Jewish life, he said, was Judaism. He was 
grieved at the passing away of Israel Meier Hildesheimer, who had faith 
fully served his people. Mr. H. A. Goodman congratulated Rabbi Horowitz 
on having been elected Vice-President of the Central Council of the 
Agudist World Organisation at its recount Warsaw conference. Since the 
Agudah Congress, he said, no less than fourteen of the eighteen members 
of the World Rabbinical Council had passed away, and now Hildesheimer, 
too, Was no more.

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Mr. ARNOLD DE BIERE 


The famous illusionist, Mr. Arnold de Biere, died in London on 
Monday, from heart failure, at the age of fifty-six. Only last week he 
insisted on doing his turn at a theatre 
in Streatham. Mr. de Biere had been 
studying what was known as Tho 
Indian Rope Trick,” and had travelled all 
over the world in search of information 
about it. A few days ago he said that 
he was within sight of success. “I shall 
be able to do it by the autumn,” he 
said; 1 shall perform it in the open air, 
and I am certain that it will deceive 
everybody.” Mr. de Biere was one of 
the leading masters of his art, which 
he had exhibited all over Europe. One 
of his most eherished possessions was 
an ace of hearts, bearing the signature 
“ Edward P.” The card was inscribed by 
the Prince of Wales at a party organised 
for the King of Spain in 1928.

deceased, who was probably the highest, 
paid magician of recent years, was a Vice-President of the Magicians’

Mr. I. R. LEVI (Swansea) 


The death occurred, after a long illness, at his residence, on 
Thursday in last week, of Mr. I. R. Levi, President of the Hebrew 
Congregation, at the age of sixty-nine. He was actively connected 
with the affairs of local Jewry for nearly half-a-century, and was a 
member of the Board of Management of the Swansea Hospital for 
many vears. He leaves a brother, Commandant Edward Levi, of the 
United Services Brigade, and a sister, Miss Emily Levi. The 
funeral was at the Jewish Cemetery on Friday. 

The Rev. J. WEINTROBE writes: 

South Wales Jewry has lost one of its most important figures and a 
tower of strength has gone from the Swansea Community in the: passing 
of Mr. Isaac Raphael Levi. Besides being Life-President of the Congre- 
gation, he was its President for many years and was the acknowledged 
lay leader of the Community. For some years he was the President of 
the Chevra Kadisha and acquired the new burial ground for the Congrega- 
tion. It was also largely through his efforts that the Community possesses 
commodious classrooms, Mr, Levi was actively identified with every 
branch of Jewish endeavour, both spiritual and charitable. He was the 
friend and confidant of the whole Community, for everyone consulted the 
one whom we affectionately called I. K. A strictly observant Jew, Mr. 
Levi was extremely popular and held in high esteem among the non- 
Jewish community. For many years he had been a member of the Board 
of Management and of sub-committees of the Swansea Hospital and was 
also identified with other non-Jewish charitable organisations. The 
Swansea Community is much poorer by his death and will feel his loss 
for many a day. The deepest sympathy of the whole Community is 
offered to his sister and brother in their sad bereavement. 


At a special meeting held on Sunday at the Isaac Samuel Memorial 
Hall, Cardiff, with Mr. J. E. Rivlin in the Chair, a vote of condolence was 
passed with the Swansea Hebrew Congregation, on the loss of its 
President, Mr. I. R. Levi. 


Mr. ALFRED ISAAC HENOCHSBERG (Durban) 

The death occurred recently in Durban, South Africa, of Mr. 
Alfred I. Henochsberg known as Alfred Julius Henochsberg), one 
of the earliest pioneers of the Witwatersrand. Born in London 
in 1846, the deceased went to South Africa in 1891, to visit his 
sons, Julius and Ernest, who had established a well-known 
business in Johannesburg. Mr. Henochsberg acted as the London 
representative of the rm, but he made frequent visits to South 
Africa, and took up permanent residence in Johannesburg thirteen 
vears ago. He took a deep interest in commercial affas on the 
Rand. On one occasion he was a member of a deputation which 
went to interview President Kruger on Customs and railway matters. 
In 1921. at the age of 75, Mr. Henochsberg took charge of the firm of 
A. J. Henochsberg, Son & Co., Ltd., at Johannesburg, both his sons 
having died. In 1929, he retired from business. Mr. Henochsberg 
was well known as “the Grand Old Man” of Johannesburg 
commerce. He was an excellent raconteur and had a remarkable 
fund of reminiscences. He wrote a book entitled “An Old Stager's 
Memories (reviewed in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE on March 9th this 
year), in which he recalled some of his varied experiences. He 
remembered seeing the funeral procession of the Duke of Wellington 
in 1851, and meeting near Drury Lane Theatre the two prize-fighters, 
Tom Sayers and Heenan, coming home in a fearfully battered con- 
dition from the contest which made them immortal in boxing annals. 
He travelled in 1860 on the train on the opening day ofthe world’s 
first underground railway in London. He remembered having 
heard Charles Dickens read from his own works at lectures he 
attended. He is survived by his widow and three married daughters. 


M. JACQUES BIGART (Paris) 

The death occurred suddenly, in Paris, on Monday, of M. 
Jacques Bigart, for fifty years Secretary-General of the Alliance 
Israélite Universelle. M. Bigart, who was 78 years of age, played an 
important part in the development and work of the Alliance, and 
wrote of its activities. Dealing with the early days of the Alliance, 
which was founded nearly seventy-four years ago, “to work every- 
where for the emancipation and moral progress of the Jews,” and 
“to give effectual support to those who are suffering persecution 
because they are Jews,” he wrote that it was at first repeatedly 
urged that it should split up into a number of national alliances.

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Sir John Simon on His Ancestry 


„Jewish Origin Rumour Denied 


THE ARYAN SOLECISM 
in a letter addressed to Sir Archibald Hurd, Sir John Simon 


has written denying certain statements current both here and 
abroad to the effect that Sir John is a Jew and that his alleged 
Jewish 


ancestry bad powerfully influenced the policy of the 
National Government since he became Secretary of State for Foreign 


common-place in those parts. 

The only reason for which I have never hitherto attempted 
publicly to deny this rumour is that I think the same silliness 
or malice might attempt to distort the denial into some 
sympathy with anti-Semitism—an attitude which I regard as 

un Euglish and which I utterly condemn. I count among my 
friends some English Jews whose British outlook and patriotic 
services should put their critics to shame, and I would not for 
the world hurt their feelings or write as though their ancient 
and honourable lineage could be a matter for reproach. 


After quoting a passage from the address, which was given in 
last week's JEWISH CHRONICLE, they proceed: | 

We do not question the appropriateness of the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs correcting an erroneous impression as 
to his ancestry. It is, however, unfortunate that he should 
misuse a scientific term in a sense that politically has done so 
much damage in Germany. 

This brought a rejoinder from Sir Arthur Keith, in the course 
of which he wrote: 

When Max Müller put forward his theory in 1861 he 
naturally supposed that the Aryan mother tongue was spoken 
by actual men and women, and these, at first, he spoke of as 
Aryan. Under Huxley's attack he recanted. As a matter of 
fact Max Miller was right and should have withstood Huxley. 
He should have said to him: 

If I do not know who the original Aryan speakers were I do 
know what they were not. “They were not Arabs, nor Jews, nor 
Egyptians, nor Negroes, nor Chinamen, nor American-Indians.” 

It is in this explicit sense that Sir John Simon uses the 
term Aryan, and he is perfectly right in doing so. What other 
term could he have used to cover the meaning he wished to 
express ?

No. 770.—Love and Fear in Religion 


My DEAR COUSIN, 

As often as I read the Biblical 
‘hreatened with being cut off fr their people, am greatly 
intrigued. Altogether there are said to be thirty-six offences for 
which this punishment is advertised. Some ate of a moral 
character; ~ abominations” is the term used in the chapter wherein 
some are enumerated and which is read from the Torah at the 
afternoon service on the Day of Atonement: the actual words are: 
For whosoever shall do any of th), abominations, even the souls 
that do them shall be cut off from among their people.” Others 
are of a ritual character; as refusal to carry out circumcision, to 
fast on the Day of Atonement, to observe the Sabbath or to eat 
unleavened bread on Passover. Others. again, refer to such things 
as omission to. purify oneself iter tow hing the dead, offering it 
sacrifice anywhere else but in the « 


passages wherein men are 


inctuary, or blasphemy. 
What sort of conception of God underlies this punishment of 
being cut off? Are we to accept the view literally that if. for 
example, anyone works on the Sabbath, “that soul shall he cut off 
from among its people? Of what import is it to God if a man 
touches a dead body and does not purify himself? Surely, the 
Hiblical laws are educative in purpose; to threaten with the punish- 
ment of being cut off seents exceedingly severe. 

That the problem is difficult is shown by the fact that the 
ancient teachers attempted to dene the meaning of the term. 
some asserted that the punishment denoted-childlessness or the 
early-death of children; others that it shortened life so that the 
culprit died before he was tifty: others again, that it was nothing 
else but exclusion from the world to come. These varied views are 
indicative of the difficulties inherent in the problem. 

But they do not stand alone. In many places in the Bible; 
punishment is threatened for disobedience. 
selves lest ye turn aside and serve other gods; and the anger of the 
Lord be kindled against you and He shut up the heaven that there 
be no rain, and the earth yield no produce.’ The threat is in the 
Shema. Is there not some ground for doubting whether this is the 
highest conception of God ? Disobedience—punishment: it is too 
human. It is hardly even the highest humanity, how much less then 
in accord with the highest Divinity? Or recall the great Code of 
Cursing, which occurs not once but twice in the Pentateuch. The 
catalogue of punishments is fairly comprehensive; some of them are 
horrible indeed. I will send the beasts of the field among you, which 
shall rob you of your children ‘ye shall eat the flesh of your 
sons and your daughters; “the Lord will smite thee with madness and 
with blindness and with astonishment of heart 
illustrations. Can they be regarded as God's message? Some may 
answer in the affirmative. Others may say: It does sound difficult, 
but the matter is too high for us; it is beyond our intelligence; we 
must just accept it. Others again may be forced to the conclusion 
that the conception of God underlying these threats is primitive, 
and that in due course a nobler conception succeeded it. Lastly, 
there may be people who argue that the threats are not of 
Divine origin at all, but are man-made. Priests or medicine- 
men or leaders of some sort laid down a code of laws or had to 
maintain it, and in order to do so etfectively struck terror into the 
hearts of the masses by means of threats of condign punishment 
which they alleged were of Divine origin. 

Some will reject the last sugyestion as impious. But is it quite 
improbable? Is not the highest, the noblest, the most satisfying 
conception of God that of God the Father, who is good to all and 
whose tender mercies are over all his works? Of God who is full of 
lovingkindness and tender mercies, Who openeth His hand and 
satisfieth every living thing with favour? Is there not some justi- 
lication for the view that perhaps there are two conceptions of God 
in the Bible, one which regards God with love and the other with 
fear? If fear really denotes fear and all that fear implies, the 
second conception is a little difficult to comprehend. Yet in the 
Bible men are often bidden to fear God. Fear the Lord, ye His 
holy ones, for there is no lack to them that fear Him.” The fear 
of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” What doth the Lord thy 
God require of thee, but to fear the Lord thy God?” ‘The examples 
may be multiplied. But is fear healthy? Is a God who is feared 
to be commended? The teachers of old appear to have been alive 
to the difficulties, for they sought to prove that the fear of God is the 
soil in which the love of God takes root. Perhaps they were right, 
but the ordinary man must find it difficult to follow them. Fear is 
a disturbing influence in life, possibly the most disturbing. Fear 
undermines a man’s self-respect; it destroys peace of mind; it 
may even drive a man to madness. If fear of men or of adverse 
circumstances can have these results, how much more the fear of 
God! Is it not intelligible that for those who are filled with a fear 
of God, Religion becomes something dark and terrible? For them, 
this earth is like a fleeting show; this life a cheat. The simplest 
pleasures. are surrounded with the terrors of punishment; the 
most harmless actions may be looked upon as sin. If Religion tends 
to darken life in this fashion, can one wonder that many 

‘people turn their back on it? If God is conceived as a sort of 
Heavenly policeman, are we to be surprised if some will have no 
dealings with Him? Fear is a horrible factor in life; civilised 
‘men should use every endeavour to eliminate it. The most

let these serve as 
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advanced educational theory of our times appeals to love, to sympathy, 
to understanding, to co-operation, not to fear. Religion from one 
point of view is nothing more than a form of education. and 
‘eligion should rid itself of fear. Perhaps that is the great striving 
in many of the new expressions of Religion which may appear to some 
ofus as new-fangled and strange. If this suggestion should prove to 
be correct, a good deal may be said in favour of these efforts. 

For many centuries, fear has exercised a great influence in 
Religion; the time has surely come for men to emancipate them. 
selves from its domination. Our own young people are doing so; 
but some of our crusty, terror-stricken conservative Jews, who 
appear to be never so happy as when they are miserable, proclaim 
to all the world even to-day that they “ tremble’ at God's word, and 
accordingly sell to willing purchasers soup-cubes and jellies of a 
special holy brand. But there is no accounting for tastes. 
prefer to think of God as a loving Father; others, as a judge who 
metes out punishment to those who are disobedient. Yet even among 
the Rabbis of old there were some who took the nobler view. Said 
Rabbi Simon ben Elazar, he who observes the Torah out of 
love is on a higher rung than he who observes it out of fear 
(TS ANT ASANS S713). Heine expressed it more 
picturesquely when he declared that God would forgive him all, for 
that was His neter, The Rabbis of the Talmudic age must have 
been alive to the difficulties of the two conceptions, for they pro 
pounded a theory which combines them. God has in Him one 
aspect which they called mercy (OOM A'S) aud another which 
they called justice (TWAT). These theological speculations, how 
ever, do not satisfy. They seem to overlook the chief commandment 
in the Torah which is to love the Lord thy God; or. Micah’s state. 
ment of true religion which consists of doing justly, loving mercy, 
and walking humbly with God. For the plain man who after all 
matters most, God is a loving Father who understands and forgives 
if he goes astray. But more thanthat. The plain man must find 
Peace can come through love alone: it cannot 
possibly come through fear. it can come only through such 
sentiments as are found in the twenty-third Psalm. 

lere is an acid test for religion. If the religious life is actuated 
by fear, there must be something radically wrong with it. If any 
brand or colour of Judaism is actuated by fear, it stands self- 
condemned. Love is the highest motive of Judaism 
man and love towards God.

Pogrom in Constantine 


— 


Scenes of Appalling Savagery 
TWENTY-THREE JEWS MURDERED 


Shocking atrocities accompanied an anti-Jewish outbreak in 
Constantine on Sunday when twenty-seven people, including twenty- 
three Jews, were killed and over twenty injured. It will be recalled 
that there was anti-Jewish rioting in the town in June last year, 
when an anti-Semitic journalist named Lautier led an attack on the 
Jewish quarter. The present attack was a much more serious 
affair and appears to have been precipitated by the conduct 
of a Jewish soldier named Elie Kalifa, a member of a Zouave 
Regiment, who shouted an insulting remark through the window of a 
Mosque in which Arabs were at prayer. The Arabs attacked him 
and he was arrested. Within a few minutes a mob of Moslems 
attacked the Jewish quarter, killing, looting and burning. According 
to THe TIMES correspondent in Paris, shops and houses were 
methodically attacked, looted and fired. their occupants being 
dragged into the streets and butchered like sheep, without distinction 
of age or sex. Nearly all of the dead. who include four children 
aged 10, 8,6 and 2 years, had their throats cut, apart from other 
injuries. 

Two Jewish families named Halini and Dadoun were wiped out 
entirely ; and two Jewish girls had their breasts cut off. Some of 
the dead children belonged to the family of a printer named Attali 
who was severely injured, and his wife killed. 

On Monday morning negotiations for a truce were entered into 
between the leaders of both sides, but while they were. in progress 
Arabs entered the Jewish quarter in twos and threes and violence 

broke out again, four Jews being killed in this attack. The police 
and troops in the town were heavily depleted by reason of absences 
on leave, and reinforcements were rushed up from neighbouring 
towns. 

The rioting spread to Ain-Beida and the villages of Hamma and 
Bizot where many more Jews have been injured. Details of the 
casualties in these places are not yet available. 

The authorities have proclaimed a state of siege in Constantine. 
Armoured cars and military patrols are in the streets to prevent 
Arabs breaking into the inner city. All traffic is suspended after 
eight o'clock in the evening. The Governor-General of Algeria, M. 
Julius Carde, flew part of the way from Paris to the scene of the 
trouble. He declared before leaving that the most severe measures 
would be taken against the criminals. He said that ifthe outbreak 
had not been put down instantly it must be ascribed to the diffi. 


culties the authorities would meet with in the Ghetto. which is a 


labyrinth of tiny streets and courts. 

THE TIMES correspondent further states: 

Nowhere do the Moslems appear to have attacked other than 
Jewish members of the population, and, in fact, several families are 
said to have saved themselves by putting outside their houses signs 
bearing the words: Christians live here.’ Undoubtedly religious 
fanaticism and the age-long rivalry between the two communities 
were largely responsible for the outbreak. But economic discontent 
the native wheat grower is in a parlous state—and envy of Jewish 
commercial aptitude must also be taken into account. Out of 
100,000 inhabitants of Constantine, 10,000 are Jews—a greater pro- 
portion than in the other large towns of Algeria—with the natural 
consequence that the community there has achieved an importance 
which it does not possess elsewhere.” 

The Exchange News Agency attributes a statement to M. Carde 
that his information led him definitely to state that although the 
trouble began through the actions of drunken soldiers, the real 
culprits were professional Red agitators, who seized upon the 
occasion to make trouble.“ 

On Tuesday, the town was reported to be quiet, but there was 
still tension in both Constantine and Ain-Beida.

Jews in Canadian History 


— 


Seigneur Aaron Hart, of Three Rivers 


A NOTABLE FAMILY 
From our Correspondent—QUEBEC | 

The city of Three Rivers, Quebec, on the St. Lawrence River, is 
this summer celebrating the 300th anniversary of its foundation. Its 
history largely embraces the history of early Jewish settlement in 
Canada. From early days, in the 16th century, Three Rivers was 
an important post for fur trading with the Indians. In 1634, Samuel 
de Champlain, the founder of Quebec, sent one of his lieutenants to 
build a fort and definitely to establish the settlement. 

Jewish interest in Three Rivers begins with the British conquest 
in 1759-60. When the French surrendered Montreal to the British, 
under General Amherst, one of the officers who rode through the 
ancient gate of the city to take possession was Commissary Officer 
Aaron Hart, who afterwards, under General Haldimand, became 
Commissary General to the Forces in Canada, and was stationed at 
Three Rivers. There, at the close of the French and Indian War, in 
1763, he took up his residence. He was the first Jew known to have 
settled in Canada. as under the French rule no Jews were allowed 
in the country. For his services in the army, Hart was given large 
tracts of land and became Seigneur of Becancour, Ste. Marguerite 
and other seigneuries. He also entered several successful enter. 
prises and became oue of the wealthiest and most prominent land. 
owners in the country. and Three Rivers owes much of her prosperity 
to his public spirit and to that of his descendants. 

In 1807, Ezekiel Hart, second son of Aaron Hart, was elected to 
represent the?Borough of Three Rivers in the Legislature. How 
ever, when he came to the Assembly he insisted upon taking the oath 
in the Jewish form. on the Old Testament and with head covered, 
refusing toswear ~ on the true faith of a Christian.” This gave the 
chance to his political enemies to question the legality of a Jew 


sittingin Parliament. There was much bitter feeling between the 
French and the English. and it is generally conceded that the 
attack on Hart’ by the French Canadian majority was rather 
political than racial o i gious. giving his opponents ain Oppor- 
tunity to unseat an English member. After heated discussion 
Ezekiel Hart's seat was declared vacant. In the election which 


followed Mr. Hart was again elected by a large majority over two 
Freuch Canadian opponents. He quietly took his seat, but after 
much bitter debate was again expelled. His opponents tried to pass a 
bill to disqualify Jews from sitting in Parliament, but this so 
angered Sir James Craig, the Governer General, that he summarily 
dissolved the House before the Bill could have its third reading. 


A Pioneer of Jewish Rights 

In I831 petitions were sent to the Legislature signed by Samuel 
Becancour Hart, son of Ezekiel, asking for full rights for Jews in 
Canada, and as political acrimony had by this time died down, a 
Bill was passed to this effect, and received the Royal assent in June, 
1832. nearly a quarter of a century before the Jews in England 
were granted similar rights. 

A distressing incident in the Jewish history of Three Rivers 
took place in the early years of this century. In 1800 Aaron Hart 
had set aside a piece of ground as a cemetery, and here he anda 
number of members of his family were buried. However, many of 
Aaron Hart's. descendants married Roman Catholics, and the 
remaining Jewish branches of the family eventually moved away 
from the city, so that there had been no burials in the old cemetery 
for upwards of forty years, when in 1901 the city of Three Rivers 
wanted to expropriate the ground for sanitary purposes. Mr. Lewis 
A. Hart, a notary, living in Montreal, and the direct heir of the Hart 
family, tried to save the place from desecration, but unfortunately 
a non-Jewish branch of the family resident in Three Rivers claimed 
the property as their own. The outcome of the dispute was that all 


the bodies that had been buried in the old Hart cemetery were 
transferred.

Jewish Casualties in the Rioting 

From our Correspondent—VIENNA| 
Three important speeches dealing with the future policy of the 
Government were delivered last week. The Chancellor, Dr. 
Schuschnigg, the Vice-Chancellor, Fürst Starhemberg, and the 
propaganda Minister, Herr Adam, each emphasised that they would 
continue without alteration the policy of the late Dr. Dollfuss. 
Every true patriot, without distinction of creed, is called 
upon to co-operate with the Government. The word race was 
not mentioned, apparently on purpose, and is due to the fact that 
the majority of the Ministers belong to the Catholic wing of the 
Christian-Socialist party. In none of these speeches was the Jewish

The rumour, that several Jews died for the independence of 
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Austria, has been confirmed. One of them, Hermann Eisler 
aged twenty-two, a student of philosophy, was on holiday in th 
Salzkammergut. As a volunteer member of the Heimwehr lv 
joined a local contingent and was killed in the fighting. All the 
Press, even the Christian-Social newspaper, REICHPOST and the 
official WIEN En ZeirUNG, carried reports of his funeral, which was 
attended by Major Fey and other officials. 

The Editor of the anti-Semitic Wiener NEUESTE NACHRICHTEN 
has been imprisoned, and it is evident that the Government intend:

Serious Position in Tiberias 
— — 

AFTER-EFFECTS OF THE CLOUDBURST 
JERUSALEM | 

The lot of Tiberias residents and merchants, whose homes and 
places of business were ruined in the recent cloud-burst disasters 
that attended that city, is far from a happy one. The position is 
being allegedly aggravated in official quarters by a plan to seize the 
circumstance of the disaster for putting into effect a wholesale 
town-planning scheme, necessitating, so say the people concerned, 
the destruction of perfectly sound properties. But from a logical 
point of view, this reconstruction seems all to the good. 

Immediately after the disaster the Anglo-Palestine Bank granted 
small loans to many of the artisans and small shop-keepers who had 
been affected. Pending definite Government action the Bank has 
decided to make further loans of a long term nature, and it is hoped 
that a sum of seven thousand pounds will be lent in this way. 
It is clear, however, that such relief is of a very limited nature ; 
and, meanwhile, the Jewish population are leaving their homes in 
hundreds and making for Tel-Aviv and other places where there is 
a chance of earning a livelihood. A young man, a resident of 
Tiberias all his life, complained to me bitterly, pointing out that if 
this exodus continues much longer there will not be a single able- 
bodied inhabitant left in the town. Unless the Government takes 
action immediately, Tiberias, a town at present with a Jewish 
majority in its population, will be hopelessly ruined.

Allocation of Supplementary Certificates 
— — 


The Jewish Agency has allocated half of the 1,200 supple- 
mentary immigration certificates which the Government issued last 
week (as reported in Tun Jewish CHronicLe) for German. immi- 
grants and for German refugees in other countries. The certificates 
are intended mostly for workers in heavy industries, such as the 
Dead Sea potash works, the Rutenberg electric works and the Nesher 
cement works, which are suffering from a shortage of labour. 

This is the second time in the history of Palestine immigration 
that an additional mid-season schedule has been granted, the first 
time having been during Sir Herbert Samuel's regime. 

Bezalel School Reconstruction 
— — 

The reconstruction and reopening of the Bezalel School of Arts 
and Crafts, which was founded and directed by the late Professor 
Boris Schatz, is to be proceeded with, and will be called the New 
Bezalel. There will be two workshop classes, one for graphic work 
and the other for metal work. The Jewish National Fund has 
handed over the old building to the school and the Government is 
contributing £1,500 to repair the structure. 

Prominent Jerusalem British and Jewish personalities are 
joining the new School Board. The new Director is Joseph Budko, 
a German Jewish artist, who arrived in Palestine a year ago.

Mr. Nathan Laski, J.P., presided at the monthly meeting of the 
Board, held at Frankenburg House, Cheetham Hill Road. The con- 
gratulations of the Board were expressed to the Chairman on his 
appointment as a co-opted member of the Manchester Public 
Assistance Committee. The monthly reports were submitted. They 
showed that 405 cases had been relieved at a cost of £776, and that 
the Medical Officer, Dr. Robert Green, had attended twenty-five cases 
and paid forty-eight visits to home patients. Mr. Neville Finburgh, 
the Treasurer, presented the financial statement for July, showing 
a deficiency on the month of over £512. The amount owing to the 
bank was £4,600. It was reported that application had been 
made to the Licensing Justices for permission to hold a concert in 
aid of the funds of the Board at the Manchester Hippodrome on 
Sunday, October 7th. Mr. Neville Finburgh attended the sessions 
on Friday, and the Justices granted the application. Mrs. D. Quas- 
Cohen, J. P., has undertaken to obtain artists for the concert; and 
Miss Eva Turner, of Covent Garden, has provisionally promised to 


appear. 
The United Brethren 


After recent committee meetings of the United Brethren 
Provisional Protection Society, at which the remarks of Mr. Barrow- 
Sicree, presiding at the Annual Meeting of the Shechita Board 
recently (as reported in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE) were discussed, 
the following communication has been received from Mr. M. Bern- 
stein, Hon. Secretary of the United Brethren, on behalf of his 
organisation : 

At the Annual Meeting of the Board of Shechita it was said that they 
reduced the poultry-killing charge from 3d. to Id., making the opposition 
economically impossible. We, the United Brethren, can assure the Board that 
the public does not receive any benefit; it is only the dealers who receive it. 
Therefore we are asking the Board that something must be done to benefit the 
public: also that the salaries of Shochetim and Sealers must be reduced so as 
to enable the surplus money from these reductions to go to the Board of 
Guardians, as the public think and are justified in saying—that the Board of 
Shechita do not allow enough to help the individuals who have unfortunately 
placed their burden on the Guardians. The public do not think it fair that 
£140 should be spent as travelling expenses to Birkenhead. Those people who 
are paid ofiicials should only receive 5s. per head for expenses, not 30s. Mr. 
Sicree said in his address that he would be ready to meet the President of the 
United Brethren.. Well, the Society has sent him three letters, registered; at 
least he could have sent notification to attend as a deputation. But he has 
failed to do so-—and the Society is now going from strength to strength. 

The annual report of the B'nai B'rith Lodge ‘was presented by Bro. 
Isidore Sandler, the President, at the monthly meeting held at the Midland 
Hotel. Cultural and benevolent activities had a large share in the review 
of the year’s work, and the Lodge, said the Chairman, had participated 
fully in communal activities. The Lodge had collected £82 for the School- 
children’s Holiday Camp at Prestatyn and had given £10 10s. to the 
German-Jewish Relief Fund. The report (together with the financial state.

Palestine Jewish Girl Athletes

COMPETING AT WHITE CITY STADIUM 

The Palestine team of Jewish girls the youngest is 15—who arrived 
in this country to compete in the Women’s World Games which began 
yesterday (Thursday) at the White City Stadium were given a warm 
welcome at a reception held in their honour at Porchester Hall. Porchester 
Road, last week, under the auspices of the Maccabi World Union, in con- 
junction with the British Maccabi Association andthe Maccabi Association, 
London. The team consists of twelve girls whose captain, Mr. David 
Almagor, told a JEWISH CHRONICLE representative that it was the first 
time that his team was to participate in such a world event and that they 
were hoping to gain a good experience from this participation. They were 
only a young Federation and they were cager to learn. They hoped, 
nevertheless, to give a good account of themselves. 

On behalf of the World Union, Mr. Barnett Janner, M.P. said that 
they were welcoming their young people from Palestine who had come to 
England in order to uphold the athletic prowess of the Jewish people in 
the women’s world events. Mr. Janner made a special point of the fact 
that here was a movement which stood above political internecine strife, 
% far as the Jewish people were concerned. It stood for the development 
of Jewish youth, so that the Jewish body and Jewish mind might be of 
an equally good type. Mr. Janner said that while in Palestine he and his 
colleagues had had the privilege of secing something of the Maccabi move- 
ment, which consisted of a body of young people whose ideas were 
modelled upon the best possible standards, and they came away thrilled 
with what they had seen. He would like to tell their Palestine friends 
how glad they were to see them and how they hoped that they would 
have a thoroughly enjoyable time. Even if they did not win, he was sure 
that they would take defeat in a sportsmanlike spirit. 

Dr. Lawrence Jacobs, Chairman of the London Maccabi, also 
welcomed the team: and Mr. Yekutiecli, on behalf of the Executive of the 
Palestine Maccabi, in returning thanks, stressed the point that it was the 
first time that these girls of the Palestine Maccabi were to take part in 
the women’s world games. Only two of the girls’ team were born 
in Palestine. One, Jaffa Cohen, went to Palestine when she was three 
years old. She has lived in Palestine twelve years. 

The following is an abstract of a commuuiqué issued by the Maccabi 
World Union, 165, Moorgate, E.C.: The Maccabi women athletes from 
Palestine arrived in London on August Ist. They were accompanied by 
their trainer, Dr. Victor Gottheimer, former teacher of the High School 
for Physical Training in Berlin, aud Joseph Yekutieli, Hon. Secretary of 
the Palestine Olympic Committee and of the Federation of Amateur 
Sports Clubs in Palestine. The Palestine sport movement is still very 
young, especially women’s sports. In au interview with the leaders of the 
team it was learned that one of the reasons why the team has come to the 
Empire Games is to gain experience and to make a start. It can scarcely 
be realised what great difficulties the team had to overcome in order to 
make participation possible. There was no help from the Government or 
the Authorities. Palestine has not yet learned to pay as much tribute to 
sports as other countries. The girls, mostly employed in offices or factories, 
sacrificed their last savings and their vacations for the sake of this 
2xpedition by which they render pioneer’s work to Palestine. There is 
a considerable lack of trainers and training promises in Palestine, andthe 
‘echnical preparation of the team was therefore very difficult. The team 
wavelled fourth class on a small boat. Every member paid her own 
*xpenses, and with great enthusiasm and a strong will to win. On their 

irrival at Victoria Station they were welcomed by the London Maccabi, 
who provided them with board and lodging.

The question of the barring of Jews from a road-house (unnamed) 
has been raised in the general press this week, following a statement 
by Miss E. L. Josephy, Secretary of the League of Young Liberals, 
when she was presiding at the Liberal Summer School at Oxford. 
According to the News CHRONICLE, the young Jew who, she declared, 
has been refused a meal hy the management of a road house because 
he was a Jew was none other than Mr. Victor Rothschild, heir to 
the Rothschild barony. Mr. Rothschild, the NEWS CHRONICLE states, 
agreed, in the course of a telephonic interview from Le Touquet, 
that he was the young Jew referred to. “Some friends and I,” 
said Mr. Rothschild in this News CHRONICLE interview, were 
passing the road-house and decided to drop in for some food. Soon 
after I had entered, a man whom I took to be the manager came up 
and said: Excuse me, sir, are you a Jew?’ 

My. appearance, in any case, is hardly ‘Aryan.’ I told him that 
I wasaJew.
